Members of both groups have

signment of teachers to predom- 
inantly Negro schools. 

The Board of Education, in 
apparent acknowledgement of 
the fact that fewer experienced 
teachers volunteer to serve in. 
de facto segregated schools, last 
April called for a revised system 
of teacher assignment and ro- 
tation. 

The proposal, however, ran 
into immediate opposition from 
the United Federation of Teach- 
ers, the bargaining representa- 
tive of the city’s teachers. 

James B. Donovan, who was 
then president of the board, re- 
plied to thè union’s objections 
that the proposals were “a mat- 
ter of policy and there can be 
no negotiations on this.” He 
conceded, however, that ‘the 
manner of accomplishing this 
objective may be negotiable.” 

The complaint by CORE bases 
much of its case on a recent 
study of the city’s schools, spon- 
sored by the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation. In a 151l-page report 
on “Pupils and Schools In New 
York City” the researchers con- 
cluded that fewer than one- 
fourth of the special service 
schools had 65 per cent or 
more regularly licensed teach- 
ers, while more than two-thirds 
of the regular schools did. 
Special service schools are in 
the low. socio-economic, predom- 
imantly Negro, neighborhoods 
and are intended to give pupils 

ecial advantages through 
smaller classes. 

Bleanor Bernert Sheldon and 
Raymond A. Glazier, the au- 
thors of the study, said the board 
had been making “every effort” 
as-

In the last post, Dr. Weaver 
became the first Negro to sit in 
a New York Governor’s Cabinet.
